Chandler’s queer performance in in- 
troducing Mathew Arnold last night

Carlisle was to have introduced the 
lecturer, but sent a letter of regret 
which Chandler read. He then went 
on to say that he regretted Carlisle’s 
election as Speaker. This remark 
might have been overlooked, if after 
the lecture, Chandler had not called 
upon some of the scientists present, to 
stand up and refute Arnold’s theories. 
The secretary first called upon Ed- 
ward Everett Hale to speak; Hale de- 
clined. Hethen turned to Dr. Loring 
and calling him the “Great Agricul- 
tural Scientist,” asked hii to speak. 
Loring got out of the embarrassing sit- 
uation by shaking hands with Arnold. 
Chandler then called for a speech 
from William Walter Phelps, the re- 
form politician of New Jersey. The 
proceedings now took on the nature of 
barlesque. and there was abundant 
mock applause. Fred Douglas was 
called upou and made a brief speech. 
Finally, when half the audience had 
gone out, a vote of thanks was at- 
tempted, but only asa climax to the 
absurdity of Chandler’s very extraor- 
dinary performance. Arnold is very 
indignant at what he terms “ this in- 
sulting troatment.’’. 


Suit Commenced. 
Sr. Louis, December19. 

- The firm of Seligman & Co. of New

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WHAT IS DEVELOPING SPEED 


An Expert Herseman’s Opinion of 
the Trotter. 

Some one asked of Robert Bonner 
the other day to what he attributed 
the mavelous lowering of the record 
of trotting horses in the last 20 
years. He said: ‘‘To several causes; 
in the first place, what I may call 
the mechanical adjuncts to the sport 
have been wonderfully improved. 
Our modern sulkies and buggies 
represent almost the perfection of 
scientific skill applied to carriage 
building. Friction and weight are 
reduced to a minimum, while 
strength and stability remain a 
maximum. Then, several seconds 
have ,been gained by the improved 
scrapers and rollers used to prepare 
the track. On my own farm, for 
instance, after using for some time 
a roller which I regarded as perfect, 
I was induced to try the latest nov- 
elty which is used at Fleetwood, 
and found I had gained two seconds, 
at least, by doing so. ‘hen the in- 
troduction of toe-weights has doue 
wonders in this direction. In fact, 
I think this latter invention bas al- 
most revolutionized the science of 
trotting, and will have a powerful 
influence in fature breeding. It is 
to careful breeding, after atl, that 
we must look for the greatest results 
in the future development in the 
trotting horse. Our original trot- 


from Caunada—the Kanuck stock, as 
it was called—then Orange became 
the great breeding center, and a 
little better blood was bred from; 
now Kentucky, which, for genera- 
tions has been the home of the 
thoroughbred, is now sending us 
our best animals.’”’ When asked 
what ultimate speed would be at- 
tained, he answered: ‘‘Well, I can 
only say that I have a horse in my 
stables that has trotted a quarter in 
30} seconds; so when we manage by 
breeding to obtain that staying 
power I spoke of, [ suppose a two 
minute record will be common 
enough. A worthy mathematical 
professor has, I see, been calculating 
that the trotters will eveutually 
equal the running horse in his 
speed, Every horseman must know 
this is absurd nonsense, at first 
glance. A horse that has to be 
pulled in with tremendous force so 
as not to exert himself to the ut- 
most, can never equal the speed of 
one who is given his head, and can 
proceed by a series of bounds, as it 
were, and almost fly through the 
air. Trotting is, after all, an arti- 
ficial gait, and must of necessity be 
slower than a natural one.”’
